The  Educational  progran  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  is  a 
unique  and  valuable  experiment  in  the  history  of  education  in  cur

National  Forests  was  organized  to  be  especially  adaptable  to  the 
unusual  circumstances  existing.  Each  camp  has  its  educational 
advisor j who  superintends  the  program  offered  the  boys  for  study. 
Classes  are  handled  by  the  advisor,  the  Array  officers  In  charge 
of  the  camp,  and  the  Forest  Service  men  who  are  in  charge  of  the 
work  program.  There  are  no  regulations  requiring  Ihe  enrollees  to 
study  They  tahe  what  courses  they  like  voluntarily  and  are 
offered  guidance  in  training  themselves  for  the  jobs  they  hope  to 
go  into  when  their  tour  of  duty  in  the  forests  is  over, 
i nd  now  we  take  our  weekly  journey  to  the  Pine  Cone  h'ational 
F rest.
